INTERVIEWS WITH FREDERICK EVANS 1 

FRED EVANS was interviewed at the. office of the 
Industrial Garment Service, 51*0.9 West Lake Street - , Chicago, 
by SAs RALPH R» HILL, Jr., and WILLIAM P. ROEMER on July 9# 

July 11*, and July 23, 1959.. 

After properly Identifying, themselves to Mrv EVANS, 

It was explained to him by the agents that they desired to 
interview him regarding his association with MURRAY HUMPHREYS. 
EVANS was - very cordial and expressed willingness to cooperate 
with the FBI in any manner possible, saying that "he has 
nothing to. hide." It was then asked if he had recent 
contact with: HUMPHREYS and said that he has not seen him. 
in well over ten years. EVANS explained that his relationship 
with. HUMPHREYS was very limited, and discounted rumors 
to the effect that in the 191*0*s he was HUMPHREYS* partner 
in the dry cleaning business. EVANS said that he first met 
HUMPHREYS in about 193.9 at the time that, he, EVANS, was. 
giving consideration to entering the dry cleaning and 
laundry business. EVANS had been holding promissory notes 
from ABE OSLAN, the then owner of' the Clifton Cleaners., 
and was. about to take over OSLAN* s business as. a. result 
of non-payment on the part of OSLAN,

field, HUMPHREYS advised EVANS not to go into this, business 
because as HUMPHREYS explained it,"there are too many characters 
in this, business". EVANS, stated that he. disregarded this 
advice and took, over the Clifton Cleaners in 1939. He said 
that since that time, his relationship with HUMPHREYS has 
been at best on a casual basis and he has never* entered into 
Any.' business agreements, with him. 

Regarding EVANS' indictment in Cook County in 
191*0 on. charges, of ext a* tion along, with MURRAY HUMPHREYS, 

FRANK NITTI, et al, EVANS stated that he had nothing whatsoever 
to do with. that, situation and was at a- loss to understand 
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why he had been implicated* He said that the 'only explanation 
for his implication could possibly be the fact that in 1939 
when he had an Interest in the Security Discount Corporation 
he had, in an attempt to obtain union business, offered 
to loan money to GEORGE 'MC 'LANE of the Bartenders Union and 
jEVANS figures that MC LANE had misconstrued EVANS’ meaning 
in offering the loan as an attempt by EVANS to extorts, 
money from the union. 


At that point of the interview EVANS queried 
the agents as to whether or not he, EVANS, was under 1 
investigation at this time.. It was explained to EVANS 
that his name had come up in some situations and a few 
inquiries were being made regarding his associations, 

EVANS said that he is aware of the fact that in the 1940’s 
he had been described by the Chicago newspapers as a financier 
for the Capone mob, and was alleged to be "one of the 
syndicate". EVANS stated that this was not the case.. 

He continued that none of these newspaper people had ever 
bothered to come in an inquire to him about this situation 
until the Spring of 1958 when EVANS learned that the Chicago 
Daily News was continuing an inquiry regarding his background, 
EVANS called the Daily News and asked to be interviewed 
by one of the reporters, .The reporter came over the next 
day and EVANS categorically denied any association or 
affiliation with the Chicago Syndicate or any. members 
thereof. According to EVANS, the reporter in his presence 
picked up the telephone during this interview and called 
Judge 'CROWLEY, a former Cook County States Attorney, and 
asked CROWLEY if he knew FRED EVANS. CROWLEY replied in , 
the affirmative and the reporter then inquired if "he.. 

Judge CROWLEY, had determined if EVANS had been a member 
of the syndicate. Judge CROWLEY replied that his office 
had not determined that EVANS was associated with the 
Chicago Crime Syndicate. .According to EVANS, the Chicago 
Daily’ News then dropped further inquiry and his name was rot 

mentioned. EVANS continued that he has rot been interviewed 1 
by the Me Clellan Committee Investigators -nor by any repre¬ 
sentatives of any other law enfer cement agencies. 

EVANS said that he has been aware of people 
connecting his name with syndicate members and, therefore. 
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he has been extremely cautious to keep his name and reputation 
above reproach. He said that he has even gone so -far as to 
leave any establishment he may be in 1 f he spots anyone whom 
he knows as a hoodlum being in the same location. 

EVANS admitted that in the past he had had associates 
who would be classified as hoodlums and named them as ALEX 
LOUIS GREENBERG and LOUIS CAMPAGNA, both deceased. EVANS 
said that GREENBERG held one-third Interest in an apartment 
building owned by he and GREENBERG at 5100 South Cornell 
in Chicago. After the death of GREENBERG, this -interest was placed 
in the hands of GREENBERG 1 a estate. EVANS said that his 
association with LOUIS .CAMPAGNA was one strictly of a social 
nature and that he had -known CAMPAGNA since childhood. 

.He said, however, that he had not entered into any business 
relationships with CAMPAGNA. 

LOUIS "LimE NEW YORK" CAMPAGNA, the leader of 
the Chicago Crime Syndicate, died mysteriously on a boat 
out at Miami, Florida, in 1955. 

ALEX LOUIS GREENBERG was shot down in gangland 
style in 1956 in Chicago. GREENBERG had been described 
as financial guide to the Capone Syndicate and owner of the 
Canadian Ace Erewery which has been described as a syndicate 
operation. 


EVANS then proceeded to furnish the following 
-information pertaining to his legitimate enterprises; 

He is vice president and major stockholder in the following 
corporations: 

Crib Diaper Service, '2621 West Chicago Avenue 

Infant Diaper Service, 5409 West Lake Street 

Industrial Garment Service, 5409 West Lake Street 

Industrial Coverall Service, 5409 West Lake Street 
Rex Hotel 

125 South Wabash Garage 

5100 South Cornell Apartment Building, 
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From .1934 - -1939# EVANS owned the Evans Equipment 
Loan and Discount Corporation which later became the Evans 
Liquidating Corporation and then the Security Discount 
Corporation. This was located at 13.9 North Clark Street 
and then later at 100 North La Salle. EVANS sold his Interest 
in this ’venture in 1940 to HVRON GOLDBERG. EVANS states that 
he obtained the initial capital for this venture into the 
loan business by virtue of the faot that he had made '$ 80 , 000.00 
from the popcorn concession at the 1934 Chicago World’s 
Fair.

, In 1939 EVANS took over the Clifton Cleaners 
and then merged the Clifton Dry Cleaners, with the Ruby Dry 
Cleaners. In -1944 he merged Ruby Dry Cleaners with the 
Unique Cleaners at 26.21 West Chicago and in 1950 he sold 
all of his interests in the dry cleaning field, and consentrated 
on the Industrial laundry field and diaper services. 

EVANS states that through the years he has earned an average 
of $60,000.00 to $70,000.00 a year and sometimes mere. 

j 

1 EVANS stated that his books are open any time 

rfor inspection by the FBI and will willingly furnish any 
j Information regarding his income, sources of income, and 
I income tax returns. 

EVANS said that his companies are considered by 
his competitors in the laundry field to be outlaw companies 
in that he, EVANS, is not a member of the Laundry Association, 
which attempts to maintain a monopoly in the Laundry field 
in Chicago.. EVANS then said that he considers his secret 
of success being that he has been able to undersell the 
competition by honest, legitimate means. EVANS said that 
he is aware of the fact:that some companies, namely the 

I Roscoe Overall Service, have attempted to discredit him 
because of his so-called hoodlum connections and have 
Intimated that EVANS has used muscling tactics to obtain 
business. 

He was then asked specifically regarding his alleged 
«association with JOSEPH GLTMC0 and replied that he has known 
fGLIMCO on a casual basis for many years. He denied any 
business relationships with GLIMC0 but qualified this 
| denial by stating that in about 1950 or 1951, when he, 

JEVANS, was expanding his Industrial Garment"Service, he was

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interested in obtaining the accounts of the poultry and 
meat packers in the West Randolph Street and Poultry Market 1 
Section of .Chicago. EVANS said that he knew that GLIMCO 
was "the man to see" regarding any dealings with the poultry 
market and, therefore, had a talk with GLIMCO in a restaurant;, 
the name of which he cannot recall, in the area where 
GLIMCO was known to frequent. He approached GLIMCO and 
‘ solicited suggestions -from him as to potential accounts 
among the poultry dealers. GLIMCO promised EVANS that 
he would look into the matter and see if he rhould obtain 
■ .some stops for him hut never followed through with his 
oromise, EVANS said that he has not had any dealings with 
'GLIMCO since that time.

1 EVANS then reiterated that GLIMCO has not had 

any connection with the Industrial Garment Service or any 
enterprise which EVANS has been connected. EVANS said that 
as a matter of interest and as a way of pointing out that 
he was not connected with the hoodlums, when he .first 
started in the .operation of the Industrial Garment .'Service, 
it was necessary for him to travel extensively throughout 

I the country in search of the manufacturer who would .supply 
him with coveralls and other materials with which to operate. 

The reason for this, according to 'EVANS, was the fact that 
the Industrial Cleaners Association, of which EVANS is not 
a member, had passed the word to these manufacturers, 
not to supply garments or materials to EVANS, 

EVANS was then queried pertaining to the laundry 
associations in Chicago and stated there, are four such associations 
in the Chicago area and these are: The Cleaners and Dyers 
Association, Family Wet Wash Association, The Industrial Launder era 
Association, and The Linen Association. 

EVANS then restated that he As not a member of 
4these associations primarily because they (the associations) are 
Mbanded together for the purpose o.f maintaining a monopoly 
j and .control over the laundry and dry cleaning business in 
1 the Chicago area. 

EVANS then surmised that the various associations 
sexist for the same purpose as does the Chicago Restaurant Asso^ 
f elation, that is as a-means to apply pressure on the smaller 
operations, to divide the area into "territories" whose 
boun&ries another member of the association would not cross, 
fend to operate as a means to "settle" grievances between 
the Laundry Workers Union and the employers. 1 ■' 
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EVANS then explained his meaning fox* the above by 
stating that it is his understanding that the Laundry Workers 
Union operates in the following manner and then stated a 
.hypothetical situation as follows: 


A cleaning establishment takes a stop away -from 
another cleaning establishment and assigns a driver to this 
stop. If the owner of the latter establishment is a member 
of one of the associations listed above, he will in all 
probability lodge a complaint with the association. The 
association then passes this on to the union, who in turn 
instructs the driver handling this new stop not to pick up 
or deliver at this stop. The operator then has the recourse 
either to return the stop to the former owner or assign a 
non-union apprentice driver to this particular stop. EVANS 
then intimated that the payoff exists between the association 
and the union but then explained that he could not in all 
honesty say definitely that such a payoff does exist inasmuch 
as he is not a member of the association and never has been.. 


Regarding the Cleaners and Dyers Association, 

J3VANS said that HYMEN DITKOWSKY, who died about three weeks 
ago, was the president of this association, DITKOWSKY 
operated the Society Cleaners on Belmont Avenue. According 
to EVANS, DITKOWSKY was the"collector” for the Laundry 
Workers Union among the operators of dry cleaning establishments 
And in this capacity was .more or less the middle man between 
the union, the association, and the hoodlums.
